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The following action is in response to the proposed amendment after final 
received February 7, 2006. 

Inserting the word "integrally" in claim 30 would not distinguish over the separate 
cams of Olson et al. that, once attached, are an integral part of the assembled pump 
impeller wheel axial extension. It is believed, however, that claim 30 would be allowable 
if resubmitted with the last two lines of the claim amended to read as follows: 

be detected, and the cams are integrally formed arranged on the axial end of the inner 

axial extension flange parallel to a rotation axis of the torque converter. 

Reciting in claim 30 that the cams as integrally formed on the axial end would 
appear to distinguish over the art of record. Note that the examiner also suggests 
changing "flange" to -inner axial extension — because a flange was never previously 
mentioned in the claim. It appears that the claim would more properly refer to the "inner 
axial extension".
